Voter turnout for the Associated 
Students Inc. election on April 19-20 
was down 50 percent from the 2004 


- election. 


In the first regular election held 
entirely online, 2,454 votes were cast to 


decide the new ASI board of directors 


and Measures 1 and 3. 


A record number of voters, 4,985, 
turned out for the 2004 election to 
decide on the Recreation, Wellness and 
Events Center measure. 

ASI saved a significant amount: of 
money compared to past elections by 
using the online format. Last week’s 
online election cost $4,500, while the 
2004 election cost $27,720. 

Patricia Worley, ASI executive direc- 
tor, said last year’ s high turnout was the 


reason for the unusually high cost. 
Traditional elections usually cost around 
$23,000, Worley said. 

ASI officials said the online election 
ran smoothly despite rumors of voter 
fraud circulating the night the results 
were to be announced. 

ASI outgoing President Josh Wood 
stepped to the podium at 8:30 p.m. 
Wednesday, and told the anxious crowd

California students fight 
Gov. Schwarzenegger’s 
proposed fee increases

College students from around California trav- 
eled to the state Capitol on April 20 to rally and 
testify to state legislators against Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger’s proposed fee increases and 
budget cuts to higher education. 

The rally was just one of several student 


protests held throughout the state that day. 


Berkeley, San Diego and San Jose were some 
other sites where similar gatherings were held. 

Students representing the California State 
University .and ‘the University of California 
assembled on the east lawn of the Capitol to rally 
against what they called “Mourning the 
California Dream,” or the end of guaranteed 
access to higher education in California. 

The rally included a funeral procession for the 
“California dream,” with. students marching

around a mock cemetery that had tombstones 
bearing different CSU and UC budget statistics. 
Jennifer Lilla, president.of the UC Student 


- Association, addressed the gathering.of about 


100 students. 

“We pause today to mourn the death of the 
California dream,” Lilla said. “As fees have 
increased, financial aid has been reduced.” 

Last November both the CSU board of 
trustees and UC board of regents approved a 25 
percent set-aside of fee revenue to be used for 
financial aid in the new budget. 

As part of Schwarzenegger’s budget proposal, 
the UC and CSU systems are allowed to determine 
how much student fee revenue can be set aside for 
financial aid, as long as the amount is between 20 
and 33 percent of total student fee revenue. 

However, the Legislative Analyst Office, a 
nonpartisan fiscal and policy adviser for the state, 
disagrees with the CSU and UC over the pro- 
posed 25 percent set-aside, stating the approach 
disregards accountability. 

The report said that when asked for informa- 
tion about the set-aside, the UC and CSU could 
not estimate the average financial aid award for 
prior or current budget years. 

“The UC and CSU should be required to pro- 
vide the legislature with evidence of their student 
aid needs and justification for any requested aug- 
mentation,” the report stated. “This set-aside

Bill could 
allow CSU 
cloctorates

A bill that would authorize the California State University system 
to grant professional doctorates was passed by the State Senate 
Education Committee April 20. 

The bill, SB 724, introduced by Sen. Jack Scott, D-Pasadena, 
would allow CSU campuses to grant professional doctorates in areas 
such as audiology, education and physical therapy. 

The impetus behind the bill was new accreditation standards for 
audiologists. The American Speech-Language-Hearing Association 
has changed its criteria to require a doctorate in audiology for an audi- 
ologist to practice. The only doctorate in audiology currently available 
in California is through a joint program between UC San Diego and 
San Diego State. 

As a result of the new standards, Sacramento State has suspended 
its masters of audiology program. The last students were admitted to 
that program in spring 2004.

Children’s Center seeks repairs 
Fixing the facility’s leaky roof could amount to a $50,000 price tag

After more than four years of 
patching up leaks, the Children’s 
Center was finally advised to have 
its roof replaced by facilities man- 
agement. 

It could take $50,000 to fix the 
problem. 

“They kind of threw a rough 
number of $50,000 out there,” said 
James Shelby II, Associated 
Students Inc. vice president of 
finance. “The roof came up during a 
discussion we had with the 
Children’s Center in March.” 

Ron Richardson, interim vice 
president of facilities management, 
said, “When something breaks, you 
fix it; that’s where we are at.” 

Sacramento State’s Children’s 
Center was built in 1986 and has 
never had a roof replacement. 


Children’s Center Director Teri 
Mahan was unavailable for com- 


ment after numerous attempts to 


contact her. 

_ “Because of leaks in the roof, an 
employee slipped and fell, and 
received workers compensation,” 
said Randy Morgan, ASI director of 
finance and administration. 

Morgan said that ASI wants to 
replace the roof of the Children’s 
Center as soon as possible. 

“The.funds are not going to be 
part of our operational budget,” 
Morgan said. 

ASI will be paying for the roof 
replacement out of its reserve fund, 
which is used for emergency repairs 
and renovation of work areas. 

‘We’ re in the process of getting 
bids for a-new roof,” Morgan said. 
“They ll probably try to do (con- 
struction) in parts.”

also come from ASI’s reserve fund. 
_ Morgan estimated that the floor

The Children’s Center has a wait- 
ing list of student parents trying to 


enroll their children in the program. 


“T can’t remember there being. a 


semester where there wasn’t a:wait — 


list,” said Morgan, who has been at 
Sac State for three years. 

The Children’s Center earned 
$211,000 from July to November 
2004. |

Brandon Kline, who was running for ASI 
president for the third time, said that the new 
online voting was a costly factor. 

‘T think online voting changed a lot of 
Kline said.

“Tt’s really easy to sweep an election when 
not that many people run and you have stu- 
dents that are nonchalant about their student 
government,” Croly said. 

Seven seats were won unopposed. 


Shelby said that it has been a while since 
current board members ran again in the fol- 
lowing year on the same slate.to win. 

Shelby believes ASI’s performance from 
this year was key to getting all of its members 
back who were seeking another term. He also 
said he was confident that Measure 1, which 
passed with approximately 57 percent of the 
vote, was another indication that ASI did its 
job right. 

Shelby is also looking forward to estab- 
lishing a grant for graduating students who 
need help with finances for senior projects, 
master theses or anything that deals with a 
university requirement. 

“Whatever students have to endure, we 
want to lessen their burden,” Shelby said. 

Julio Velazquez, vice president of finance- 
elect, said he couldn’t wait to start his new term. 

‘The team consisted of very experienced 
ASI people,” Velazquez said about how the 
elected members beat out Horizon. “It just 
shows that our slate had the potential to win.”

Measure 3, an increase in mandatory student 
health services fees passed by a slim margin of 
1,134 votes to 1,061. This is the first increase for 
student health services since 1994.

With the passing of Measure 3, the Student

State’s speech pathology and audiology depart- 
ment. “It’s no longer the entry-level degree.” 
McCartney said that students wouldn’t 
apply to a master’s program anymore 
because they know the degree is not enough 
to work as an audiologist. Students can go 
straight from their bachelor’s degrees into a 


doctorate in audiology program, making a 


master’s degree unnecessary. 


Increase in population 
calls for more audiologists 


California’s increasing population, espe- 
cially its elderly population, means that 
trained audiologists will be in greater 
demand. Scott’s bill was introduced to help 
California’s higher education system meet 
that demand. 

“How many students could they gradu- 
ate in a given year, 107’ McCartney said, 
referring to the joint UC San Diego-San 
Diego State doctorate in audiology pro- 
gram. “That’s just not enough.” 

The bill would change a major compo- 
nent of the Donahoe Higher Education Act 
(also referred to as the Master Plan), which 


describes the functions of each segment of 
California’s higher education system. The 
act states that only the University of 
California can grant doctorate-level degrees. 
The UC is opposed 
to the bill. 

“Changing the 
Master Plan — which 
SB 724 would do — 
changes the arrange- 
ment that was estab- 
lished to bring 
organization and 
cost-effectiveness to 
California’s system 
of public higher education,” UC spokesman 
Brad Hayward said. 

“Doctoral education is . expensive 
because of the equipment, low student-fac- 
ulty ratios, library resources and clinical 
infrastructure it requires — and that is why 
the Master Plan concentrated the delivery of 
that kind of education, rather than allowing 
it to proliferate without any coordination or 
cooperation,” Hayward said. “We do not see 
why undermining that arrangement is the 
solution to the current issues.” _ 

Hayward said the UC would rather see

more joint UC-CSU doctorate programs, 
instead of granting them only through the CSU. 


Sac State’s attempts to form 
a program with UC failed 


McCartney said that Sac State has been 
seeking a joint program with the UC for a 


‘ number of years but has been unsuccessful. | 


McCartney believes that a consortium pro- 
gram, involving area CSU campuses like 
Sac State, San Francisco State and San Jose 
State, would be cost-effective, especially in 
terms of faculty. 

“Tf we do it through a consortium, we 
wouldn’t have to hire anybody,” he said. 
McCartney also pointed out that Sac State 
already has the Maryjane Rees Language, 
Speech and Hearing Center in Shasta Hall, 
which would provide critical infrastructure 
for a doctorate program. 

In addition to concerns about how the 
CSU intends to pay for the new programs, 


critics have also questioned why the state of 


California would allow a single organiza- 
tion, like the American Speech-Language- 
Hearing Association, to change its educa- 
tional system. 


A recent Sacramento Bee editorial on the 
bill asked: “Why is the current master’s pro- 
gram in audiology inadequate? . . 
does California allow a private organization 
to dictate its certification policies?” 

In a prepared statement (which was the 
only comment given as of press time), the 
American Speech-Language-Hearing 
Association said, “This change to a doctoral 
degree reflects the breadth and depth of the 
scope of practice of the autonomous profes- 


sion of audiology and is the culmination of 


years of research and study (required of cre- 
dentialing agencies), which began with the 
development and completion of a profes- 
sion-wide Skills Validation Study and ended 
with extensive peer review of the standards.” 
Jason Murphy, a legislative. aide with 
Scott’s office, while conceding that the associ- 
ation’s clout on this issue “is a little disturb- 
ing,’ nonetheless defends the change as being 
beneficial to Californians in the long run. 
“Tt’s not just degree creep,’ Murphy 
said. “As we have increasing problems with 
autism, increasing. numbers of elderly 


. patients, we actually need better-trained 


people in the future. It’s legitimate.” 
Murphy added that the association did not 


. Why © 


arbitrarily decide to change the standards, 
but was convinced by members that it was 
necessary. 

“They (the association) were not eager to 
do this,” Murphy said. 


Students feel effects of the 


closed master’s program 


Sac State students are already feeling the 
fallout of the decision to close the master’s 
program. Erica Fink, a junior in the audiolo- 
gy program, is currently looking: at out-of- 
state: schools for her doctorate in audiology. 
Fink would prefer to stay in Northern 
California because of family concerns — her 
daughter receives specialized education at the 
California School for the Deafin Fremont. 

“My daughter is very upset about mov- 
ing out of state,” Fink said. “The only school 
that has (a doctorate in audiology) in 
California is in San Diego, but with the cost 
of living down there, you can’t afford it.” 

SB 724 will now move to the State 
Senate Appropriations Committee.

ager, said Sac State told the organ- 
ization last year that it would be 
the last time an exemption would 
be granted. 

“We agreed to waive the insur- 
ance for the vendors and told 
them this was their final warn- 
ing,’ Somsen said. 

The Sierra Club is unable to 
provide insurance for each indi- 
vidual vendor that would have 
been participating in the Earth 
Day event. 

“For the food vendors, that’s 
not. a problem. Most of them have 
individual insurance; it’s the non- 
profit organizations that don’t 
have money to have their own 
insurance,” Reis said.

showed up to vote. Actually, we did. It’s 
ed the ASI election and it happened last 

week. | | | 

To call what took place an election, how- 
ever, might be considered an insult to the 
democratic process. Even with the ease of the 
newly instituted online process, voter turnout 
was down 50 percent from last year’s election 
when almost 5,000 students voted. This year’s 
turnout is still similar to turnout in prior years. 
And still pathetic. 

The online election is a great idea that 
unfortunately, hasn’t changed anyone’s voting 
habits. It doesn’t get any easier to vote than 
this. | 
~ Most glaring, was the election for ASI pres- 
ident, where a whopping 2,242 students cast 
votes for president. That’s 2,242 votes out of a 
student population of approximately 28,000. 

The winner, Angel Barajas, received 983 
votes or just under 44 percent of the vote — not 
even a majority of those who voted, and a joke 


centage was 3.5 percent of the student body! 
That means that 983 people are directly 
responsible for determining how we will be 
represented by student government. 

Imagine a United States where 3.5 percent 
of voters chose the president. We might as 
well crown a king. 

Clearly, the elections are more of a popu- 


larity contest than an actual election, given 


the Access slate’s sweep of the contest. 

If that’s. the case, the election ought to 
include a talent contest and a swimsuit com- 
petition to lure voters to the polls.

Schwarzenegger: encouraged 
federal officials to increase securi- 
ty along the Mexico-United States 
border in order to “clean up the lax 
situation.” 

“Close the borders. Close the 
borders to California, and all 
across Mexico and the United 
States,” said Schwarzenegger at 
the Newspaper Association confer- 
ence. “I think it is unfair to have all 
of those people coming across and 
to have the borders open the way it 
18.7 

These comments do not seem 
logical coming from a self-pro- 
claimed middle-of-the-road immi- 
grant who is taking time off from 
his action film career to save the 
world’s fifth largest economy. _ 

Schwarzenegger came to the 
United States in 1968 but didn’t 
become a citizen until Sept. 16, 
1984, the same year that the 
“Governator” made his box office 
hit film “The Terminator.” 

If the feeling of strong 
nativism, the hostile nationalistic 
reaction towards perceived for- 
eigners that exists in today’s socie- 
ty existed in 1968, we may not 
have our bone-crushing governor 
in Office. 

Schwarzenegger quickly apolo- 
gized for his statements not long 


after the conference, but: we’ll get . 


to that in a bit. 
Immigration is a key to the suc- 
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cess of capitalism in the United 
States. Terror is the key term in the 
word. terrorism. Terrorism.i is, meant 
to provoke terror in the citizens 
and government of a country, not 
to negatively affect the economy 
by restricting people from crossing 
the borders. In other words, a dis- 
ruption to the economy through the 
blockage of immigration would 
just be a bonus to any terrorists. 


The United States is in anti- © 


immigrant mode due to the current 
homeland security state of mind 
created by post 9/11 hysteria. It is 
very similar to the time period 
from 1993 through 1996, The first 
bombing on the World Trade 
Centers had occurred, and an abun- 
dance of Haitian refugee boats 
were arriving on our shores.

Orrenius of the research depart- 
ment of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Dallas, the pace of the United 
State’s economic growth would 
not be possible without ‘immi- 
grants. 

Orrenius’s study concluded 
that, in 2003, the foreign-born pop- 
ulation only made up about 11 per- 


cent of the total U.S. population, 
but at the same time, it accounted 
for a larger share of the labor force 
than the native population. 

The fact of the matter is that the 
native people of this country 
would rather pass the hard labor 
jobs, such as picking fruits and 
vegetables, off to the immigrants. 
If this is the case and we.complete-*' 
ly shut down our borders, we are’ 
asking for an extremely negative 
impact on our economy. We aren’t 
a society full of farmers anymore 
that will gladly pick up the slack of 
the missing immigrants. 

But back to Schwarzenegger’s 
apology, because he did indeed 
apologize after stating that the bor- 
ders should be closed. 

Schwarzenegger was quoted in 
the San Francisco Chronicle as 
saying, “Yesterday was a total 
screw-up in the words I used, 
because instead of closing, I meant 
securing. I think maybe my 
English; I.-need to go back to 
school and study a little bit.” 

This is plain and simply a state- 
ment of retraction in order to axod 
a political massacre. 

According to the Chronicle arti- 
cle, the same Hispanic community 
that voted for Schwarzenegger in 
2003 has become uneasy since he 
took office, due to his lack of leg- 
islation for public health and social 
services.

In the 2004-2005 budget, finan- 
cial aid set-aside for the CSU and UC 
systems was cut from 33 percent to 
20 percent. 

Karlos'’ A. Santos-Coy, a 
Sacramento State graduate student, 
spoke to the crowd about the 
decreasing numbers in student 
enrollment. 

“The CSU enrollment is the lowest it 
has been since 2001,° Santos-Coy said. 

Santos-Coy said it wasn’t a lack 
of student interest in college, but a 
matter of ever-increasing tuition 
costs driving potential students away. 

Cruz Bustamante, Califomia’s lieu- 
tenant governor, joined the rally and 
gave some statistics on enrollment. 


‘For the first time since World ° 


War II, today’s generation of students 
have a smaller chance of attending 
college than the generation before 
it,” Bustamante said, 
National Center for Public Policy 
and Higher Education report. 

‘This is an indictment on this 
generation of leadership. We should 
be ashamed of ourselves,” 
Bustamante added. 

Assemblywoman Loni Hancock, 
D-Berkeley, who sits on the 
Assembly budget committee, also 
spoke and alerted the crowd that stu- 
dent fees have risen much faster than 
inflation. 

“We need all of you to be fighting 
with us on the outside,’ Hancock 
said. “You are the ones who can tum 
the legislature around.” 

After the rally, students moved 
inside the Capitol and packed the 
Assembly sub-committee hearing on 
higher education finance. 
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RALLY: Students voice concern 
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The Capitol rally for higher education issues, held April 20, included a graveyard with 
tombstones depicting budget statistics from CSU and UC campuses. 


Select students had an opportuni- 


‘ty to testify. to the committee, to tell 


their personal stories of how fee hikes 
and budget cuts have affected them. 

‘I’m a struggling student. I do 
receive Cal Grants; however, those 
do not cover rent and other expens- 
es,’ Santos-Coy said. 

Mercedes Castillo, a UC Davis 
law student and chair of the National 
Latino Law Student Association, 
said she is worried access to college 
for the working class is dwindling. 

Castillo told the committee, “I’m 
the first in my family to go to college, 
and I fear this will not be possible for 
future students.” 
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Jason Spencer, director of legislative 
affairs for the Califomia State Student 
Association, summed up the students’ 
mission for the Assembly members, 

‘The proud history of low fees in 
California is something we need to 
look at,” Spencer said. “I’m a firm 
believer education is why we are the 
sixth largest economy in the world.” 

Assemblywoman Wilma Chan, 
D-Oakland, and Assemblyman 
Mervyn Dymally, D-Compton, both 


members of the budget sub-commit- 


tee, reminded the audience that 
although they would gladly hear tes- 
timony, the committee would not be 
voting on these issues at the meeting.

The sab commiting only saves 
recommendations to the full 
Assembly budget committee. 

Schwarzenegger’s proposed 
budget calls for a 3.6 percent increase 
in general funding for the UC system 
and a 4.4 percent increase in general 
funding for the CSU system. 

The budget proposal also 
includes an 8 percent fee increase for 


both UC and CSU undergraduates, 


while graduate students would see a 
10 percent increase. 
The deadline for the legislature to 


approve a finalized budget is June 15.

Hal Dang, a senior majoring in 
business finance, is opposed to the 
new program and said it is not a 
good idea to have a general educa- 
tion honors program because it is 
more relevant for majors. 

One of the goals of the pro- 
gram is to make general education 
a challenge and not a chore, said. 
Lee Simpson, assistant professor 
in the history department. 

Tony Sheppard, chairman of 
the recreation and leisure studies 
department, was not against an 
honors program, but was not sure 
that this was the best way to do it. 

Sheppard said it would be more 
prudent to delay the proposal in 
order to establish ground rules first. 

-There will be one year of prepa- 
ration time for the program, which 
will be enough time to correct any 
issues that come up, Craft said. 

Bob Buckley, a lecturer in the 
computer science department, sug- 
gested a “friendly amendment” to 
the proposal just before the vote. 

It was agreed that reports on the 
progress of the program would be 
submitted on Oct. 15 and March 15. 

Buckley said he was not against 
the honors program, but would like 
to see better criteria for it. 

As the proposal currently 


stands, a program subcommittee 
would admit students. 


Freshman applicants who 


scored at least 1200 on the SAT or 
had a high school.GPA of at least 
3.5 would be eligible to apply. 

With these criteria, there 
would be a pool of about 700 stu- 
dents who would be qualified, 50 
or 60 of which would have to 
apply to the honors program for it 
to happen. 

A copy of the proposal said, 
“Other students of exceptional 
ability, enthusiasm and commit- 
ment may apply.” 

One concern voiced by several 
senate members was that the pro- 
gram would be elitist. 

Bill Dorman, a government 
professor, said he was a professor 
when Sac State had the old honors 
program, and it was not elitist. 

Craft surveyed about 12 
schools with honors programs to 
see if they had problems with elit- 
ism. He said that only one 
answered that it had a problem. 

“We have to do something for 
our better students” is the overall 
sentiment of the government 
department, said Bill Dillon, a 
government professor.

Fred Amey, the most accomplished wide receiver in 
Sacramento State history, said he agreed to a deal with the 
San Francisco 49ers on Monday after not being selected 
in the 2005 NFL Draft over the weekend. 

“T have always loved living in California, and having 
the opportunity to play close to home, where my friends 
and family can see me play was one of the reasons I de- 
cided to sign here,” said Amey, a native of Union City. 

As of now, San Francisco doesn’t have much experi- 
ence at receiver. Brandon Lloyd and Arnaz Battle, who 
were both drafted by the 49ers in the 2003 draft, are the 


' two most experienced receivers for them and the only 


other wide receiver to catch a pass in the regular season, 
their 2004 first-round pick, Rashaun Woods. 

“Fred put himself into a good situation by signing 
with the 49ers,” Sac State coach Steve Mooshagian said. 
‘There isn’t much experience with their receivers and he 
should have a very good opportunity to either make the ros- 
ter or the team’s practice squad. 

Amey said he also had offers to sign with New Eng- 
land, Buffalo and Philadelphia after the draft, but he de- 
cided on the 49ers since they have the least amount of 
proven talent at the receiver position. 

“Being able to play with No. 1 pick Alex Smith was 
something that influenced me as well,”’ Amey said. ‘There 
will be a lot of media attention to Smith since he went No. 
| and if I can prove myself, it can only help my chances.” 

The 49ers used two of their eleven picks during the 
two-day draft on wide receivers, but neither had a career 
like Amey did at the college level.

Continued from B1 
youngster, Toledo said that her true 
passion is softball.

This Friday the Sacramento State 
women’s tennis team will fly to Phoenix for 
the start of the Big Sky Conference

Heavily favored, the team will also take 


an impressive 23-match conference win- 


ning streak with them, a 6-0 record against 
conference opponents this year, and a sea- 


son in which the Hornets dropped not one

Located in Montana, Arizona, Wash- 
ington, Idaho and Utah, the Big Sky con- 
ference schedule racks up the frequent fly- 
er miles for coach Bill Campbell. 

“J don’t mind having to play the other 
Big Sky schools, but I’d rather not have to 
play them twice,” Campbell said. “If we 
didn’t have to play them in the regular sea- 
son and just got to play in the tournament, 
things would work out much better for us.” 

So why don’t the Big Sky schools want 
to let the Hornets have their way? 

“The argument against it is that it’s dif- 
ficult for some of the schools to get a full 
schedule of matches, and it’s very difficult 
for them to get home matches,” Campbell 
said. “So this way they’re guaranteed at 
least three or four home matches, and they 
like to have that. 

“From our standpoint, we’re situated a 


little differently because there’s so many 
tennis schools in Northern California. In 
the past, we’ve played Santa Clara and San 
Jose State, but we don’t play them any- 
more because we have to substitute those for 
Big Sky matches.” 

Secondly, outside of Sacramento State, 


_ the Big Sky does not boast another nation- 


ally-ranked team, and the only way for the 
Hornets to improve their national ranking is 
to take down other ranked opponents. 

But with several Big Sky matches a 
year, the opportunities for se suune ranked 
schools are fewer. 

“Part of the challenge to that is that 
when you're trying to move up the rankings, 
the schools that have been historically 
ranked for a long time, they make you come 
there,” Campbell said. “And unless you 
start to beat them fairly regularly, they don’t 





want to come here, because it’s to their ad- 
vantage to play on their home court. So 
they really want you to earn the right, to 
play them. 

‘Basically, it’s all about respect and ypu 
have to earn it.” 

But the team and its coach know that re- 
gardless of these problems, the Big Sky 
tournament presents them with the stq@ 
ping stone needed to make the NCAA tour- 
nament. The team lost to Fresno State in the 
NCAA tournament last year, but is prinrpd 
for a strong run this year. 

“Whoever wins the conference tourna- 
ment goes to the NCAA (tournament),” 
Campbell said. “And that’s what it’s all 
about.”

Consumers of creatine should 
be prepared to put on weight 
quickly. 

Creatine increases the body’ S 
ability to retain liquids. 

A study done by the NCAA in 
1997 showed that 13 percent of its 
student-athletes used creatine 
monohydrate in the previous year. 

Nutritional scientists are not 
persuaded by the flashy, adrenaline- 
driven campaigns to sell these 
supplements. 

Athletes in these campaigns will 
say that their talent or ability is in 
part due to the supplement. 

However,experts are cautious to 
say the same, and recent research is 
backing them up. 

“Everybody can gain muscle,” 
said Dr. Roberto Quintana, a 
kinesiology professor at Sac State. 
“But the amount of muscle gain 
depends more on your genetic 
makeup, training and nutritional 
habits than a little creatine.” 

In the May 2004 edition of 
Medicine & Science in Sports & 
Exercise, a study on strength 
training found that the-use of-a-; 
post-exercise supplement contain- 
ing creatine, whey (soy) protein and 
carbohydrates did not result in a 


significant improvement over the 
subjects using a placebo.

gotten huge,” Smith said. “I’ve 
gotten stronger, though.” 

A separate study done by 
Medicine & Science in Sports & 
Exercise in October 2004 conclud- 
ed that males who supplement with 
creatine had a small increase in lean 
muscle tissue over a six-week 
period and females had no increase. 

Arm muscle size and maximum 
bench press weights increased for 
the males who took two grams of 
creatine after each workout. 

A more recent craze in 
supplementation is nitric oxide, or 
more popularly known as NO2. 
This chemical is also found 
naturally in the body during 
countless bodily functions, 
including circulation of blood and 
activity in the brain, genitals and 
stomach. 

In general, nitric oxide allows 
blood vessels to open wider, to 
increase the number of blood cells 
entering muscle tissue, providing a 
greater “pump. 4

stressed and become inflamed.

usician Bruce Springsteen once wrote a famous 

song called “S57 Channels (And Nothin’ On),” 

amenting the lack of interesting television pro- 
grams despite the number of channels available. 

Today the complaint could be that there are now 300 
channels and still nothing worth watching at any given time. 

But what if the viewer had access to a library of shows 
and movies, arranged by interest and readily available to 
watch at any time with just a few button presses on a remote 
control? 

Subscribers to Comcast’s digital cable service will soon 
have that ability, thanks to a free upgrade coming to cable 
boxes in the Sacramento area, letting people try their new 
On Demand service. 

The service is as simple to navigate as the other menus 
on the digital cable service. 

Once selecting the On Demand option, viewers can 
choose from several different categories, including Free 
Movies, Lifestyle, Kids and Teens, Sports and Fitness and so 
on. | 

Most of the programs available at On Demand are free, 
with a few exceptions. Viewing episodes of popular HBO 
programs such as “Deadwood,” “Oz” and “The Sopranos” is 
free, as long as the customer is a subscriber to HBO, a pre- 
mium channel. 

Movies that do cost money are usually $3 to $4 each, 
depending on whether it’s an older movie or a recent release. 
Adult movies are also available to order at any time, 
although they are much more expensive. 

Fans of Japanese animation or anime will be pleased by 
what On Demand has to offer. Anime Network, a channel 
not yet offered on Comcast’s standard digital cable service, 
offers the latest anime shows, just released on DVD by ADV 
Films, broken into several categories, such as Girl Power, 
Giant Robots and The Bento Box, a mix of Japanese music 
videos and obscure anime shows. he ad oe 

AniméSdlédts, a separate ptogiunny 6ffers its Own selec! 
tion of anime programming: usually featuring older shows te 

Unfortunately for anime purists, the programs are only 
offered in their English-dubbed versions, so those who want 
to watch the anime in its original Japanese, will still have to 
buy the DVDs. 

Before Comcast subscribers become too excited, there 
are several things to note about the service. 

Only certain programs and movies are available, not 
every episode in a series is available all at once and the 
episodes and movies that are available are only there for a 
few weeks before being removed and replaced with new 
programming. 

That means people who have just recently received On 
Demand in their area will have missed many of the earlier 
episodes of programs available to those who had the service 


sooner. 


Some customers in the Sacramento area already have On 
Demand service, although not in its final version. 

Sean Bryant, a customer account executive for Comcast, 
said the service has been testing in several areas in the 
Sacramento area for a few months, and expanding to 
Roseville in October. 

The service has recently expanded to Natomas, Fair Oaks 
and Citrus Heights. 

Bryant said this was done to work out any bugs in the 
service before fully launching On Demand to all of 
Sacramento, thereby avoiding the possibility of a deluge of 
customer support calls. | 

On Demand content has not yet been added for all chan- 
nels, as the Tech TV section still remains empty. 

Despite having a ways to go before the service is totally 
complete, many people are pleased with the service and find 
it hard to be without it. 

(Customers) love it. From the younger generation, the 
more technically inclined generation ... they really do enjoy 
it,” Bryant said. “Most people who come from other areas 
where it’s available, when they were coming here, they real- 
ly missed it. They were asking, ‘How come we didn’t have it

Chow’s “Shaolin Soccer” when it 
was released in U. S. theaters last 
year with its terrible English dub 
and more than 20 minutes of 
footage cut from the movie, it’s 
great to see that Sony Pictures 
Classics kept most of “Hustle” 
intact. 

In a sea of predictable romantic 
comedies, sub-par horror movies 
and mediocre action films used as 
filler before the summer block- 
buster season, “Kung Fu Hustle” 
stands out as one of the best action
